In 1858 he was a commissioner in 
Bongal proper, when three reeimenta of

breaking late 
into mutiny, 


marched across his district to join tlie in- 
surgent army in Oude. Mr. Yule had no 
troops, no military authority, and no re- 
sponsibility in the matter; but tile impu- 
dence uC ;ho affair was too much for him. 
Ho was a hunting miui, turned out h:H 
hunting equipage, borrowed more ele- 
phants from native 
friends, collected 


eiirhty European planters and clerks, and 
u small force o£ native "guards," and de- 
termined to stop the three regiments.

mude very free use of the statistics oi 
suicide Iu J.oiirJon to support his theory 
that the moral actions of men are the pro- 
duct, mil of their individual volitions, but 
of the gL-neral condiiiuu of society. Prom 
these statistics he showed that during a 
lon^ series of years the average annual 
numlHM'of suicides in the metropolis wu.s 
Ma. and so great was the regularity of the 
phenomena that, within the period iu 
question, the extreme oscillation was from 
213, thd lowest number, to 2(18, the highest 
number recorded in a single year.

Tho Mixing of Cotton anil Wool. 


I have been told something I never heard 


before about the mixing ot cotton and 
woolen p>ods, illustrat i:ig the honesty of 
manufacturers.

highest circles of Washington and is the pot : 


nothing but cotton in it. He said it was 
about ;i3 per cunt, of the weight o£ a piece 
of cassiiuere, and the trick of the manu- 
facturers is so say that the c.'issin;erc has 
not IL thread o£ cotton In it, commercially 
speaking, That seems tu save the man's 
conscience—l;commt-*rcia!ly speaking." The 
very threads are made of mixed cotton and 
wool, so, strictly, thoru is not a thread of 
cotton in such a piece. 


The way to test such cloths is to put a 


piece in some caustic potash. That will 
eat out every particle of the wool, which 
is animal matter, and will not injure the 
cotton at all. If tho potash be hot, it will 
do the work in ten minutes, but if cold all 


causes, and to establish tho proposition 
that there is no real independence in 
human actions. In brief, Dr. Morselli 
holds with Buckle that "in a given state, 
of society a certain number of persona 
must end their own lives," and llnds, in 
the general uniformity of suicidal statis- 
t:c«, strong support for his hypothesis.

causes of suicide "political excitement, 
mercaut:le excitement, and the misery 
producejl by the dearness of food;" and it 
will at once occur to the reader that the 
two first named, which, from their very 
nature, atl'ect men to a greater extent 
than, women, were in exceptionally active 
operation in London last year. 
The po- 


litical crisis wad precipitated early in the 
year, ami outlasted it. while the tlnanci.il 
und commercial conditions which con- 
tinuously prevailed certainly had a de- 
cided tendency to disturb the mental 
equilibrium of 
tho 
male population. 


Political excitement and business depres- 
sion were, however, by no means coullned 
to Ibe capital, but existed throughout the 
kingdom to fully as great a degree, and if 
the suicidal statistics of the provinces for 
'•.he year show an excess of males over fe- 
males it will bo reasonable tu conclude 
that the fact is due to those a^rncies. 


It is worth noting, perhaps, that in Lon- 


don, last year, as always before, the sui- 
cidal mania was far more prevalent in 
summer than at any other season, there 
having been Ul arrosts for suicidal at-
